The president at i o'clock Friday afterncon
affixed hiswignature Lo Lhe inter-stals com-
wmerve bill, thus by bis approval making it s
law. The signing of the bill by the presideat
waa in lull a03rd with the opinion of Attor-
ney tieneral tiarland, sod it is very weil
undamtood to be lu accord with the views ol
e cabinet.

The sttorney general was asked to give his
views In regard to the bill, and explain
wherein it diflered from the NSenate biil of
two years ago whbich bhe nrpﬂlul on the
ground thal it was unconstitutional. He de-
